30,000 GET JOBS 


Permanent Peace Board Agreed 
On; Unions Yield to Drop- 
ping ‘‘Maintenance Men.’’ 


CAR STRIKE CALLED OFF 


New County Traction Owners Reach 
Settlement with Employes: Trol- 
leys to Run Again Today. 


MEN GRANTED INCREASE IN WAGES 


Labor troubles were adjusted with a sud- 
den bang in Chicago yesterday. 

The “lockout’’ of 30,000 building trades 
men employed on $40,000,000 worth of work 
ended at night—a victory for arbitration. 
The men will return to work on Monday, 

The strike which tied up the County Trac- 
tion linés was called off. The men reached 
&ti agreement with new owners of the lines, 
adn cars start today. 

Settlement of the building “ lockout ” was 
effected the twelve members of the joint 
conference committee, who signed an agree- 
ment on all the difficulties. 

The agreement was called » signal victory 
by the representatives of the Building Con- 
struction Employers’ association, which or- 


‘dered the lockout. 


Arbitration for the Future. 

The principal clause of the agreement and 
the one that affects possible labor difficulties 
in future in Chicago was the provision fora 
joint arbitration board, which will settle all 
strikes and wage disagreements. No strikes 
or lockouts will be ordered in the future 
unless efforts at arbitration fail. 

The lockout started on June 19. It followed 
an ultimatum from the Employers’ associ- 
ation to the trader counchi that some 250 
Strikers should return to work and that 
be done away with.

The joint conference committee will remain 
operative with all the powers of the joint 
arbitration board until the membership of 
that board is finally decided on. 

On the joint conference committee are: 
For the Building Trades council—Simon 
O’Donnell, president; Peter S. Shaughnessy, 
John A. Metz, Chris Timmins, F. E. Thoman. 
and W. G. Gunther. For the employers— 
Charlies W. Gindele, president of the Build- 
ing Construction Employers’ association; W. 
A. Winslow, John Griffiths, E. V. Johnson, 
Oscar A. Reum, G. A. E. Kohler, and A. 
Lanqulist. 

Establishment of the joint arbitration 
committee wWas considered as a victory by 
the officials of the Building Trades council. 
Simon O'Donnell, president, said he has 
beem striving for years to leave the labor 
disputes go to an arbitrating board. 

The only wage queation settled resulted in 
an increase for marble setters and helpers. 
That craft had been on strike for the last 
six months. An increase of 25 cents a day, 
effective on Oct. 1, was gravtes the setters 
and 15 cents a day to the helpers. 


McEwen New Traction Head. 

The new ow ers of the County Traction 
lines are said to be residents of Oak Park 
and Chicago. Heads of western Chicago fac- 
tories, whose employés use the lines to get to 
work, are heavily interested. 

According to a statement, former Judge 
Willard M. McEwen becomes president of the 
new company. 

‘The transfer was made after an all day 
conference in Mr. McEwen's office in the 
Tribune building. President Emil Schmidt, 
Samuel Tripp, Joseph Kernan, and James 
O’Shea represented the County Traction 
company and its subsidiary, the Suburban 
Traction company. W. D. Mahon, president 
of the Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employés; President 
William Quinlan of local 241, and Williara 
Taber, secretary of the Chicago local, at- 
tended the conference and agreed to the set- 
tlement. 

Wages Equal Chicago Scale. 

The employés received an increase in 
wages equal to the wages of the employés 
of the Chicago Railways company and the 
Chicago City Railway company. The men 
will return to work this morning, when op- 
eration by the new owners begins. 

The cars this morning, however, will be 
sent around Forest Park. Mayor Henry J. 
Mohr ordered the police to arrest the em- 
ployés of the company and the passengers 
if an attempt was made to operate the cars in 
that suburb. The Forest Park permit of the 
company was revoked when the employés 
struck for higher wages some weeks ago. 

The County Traction purchase price was 
placed at $750,000. The sale includes the 
lines to Maywood, River Forest, Lyons, and 
Riverside; one power house in Oak Park, one 
power house in Riverside, a car barn in Oak 
Park, and thirty-nine cars and seventy miles 
of track.

DANIELS ASSAILS CREED. 


Seattle, Wash., July 18.—[{Special.]—United 
States sailors and marines from the Pacific 
reserve fleet, reinforced by soldiers and some 
young civilians, made a general raid tonight 
on Socialist and Industrial Workers of the 
World strongholds in this city. The attack 
followed a clash Thursday night between I 
W. W. people and sailors, in which three of 
Uncle Sam's men were beaten up. 

During the Golden Potlatch celebration 
hundreds of men from the fleet have been 
given shore leave and many soldiers from 
Fort Lawton and Fort Flagler have been at 
liberty. These young men generally par- 
ticipated in tonight’s raids. 


Daniels Assails “Red Flag.” 

When the rioting began Josephus Daniels, 
secretary of the navy, was dining in the 
harbor on the cruiser West Virginia, the 
guest of Admiral Reynolds. Later Mr. 
Daniels was the guest of the Rainier club ata 
banquet. 

Although the secretary presumably did not 
know the clash was in progress in the streets 
between the sailors and the red flag con- 
tingent, he made a reference in his banquet 
speech which is interesting. He took occa- 
sion to praise the attitude of the mayor of 
Boston, who stopped a red flag parade. 

“The red flag has no place in this country,” 
Mr. Daniels said, “and believers in it have 
no place in this country. A mayor who does 
not enforce the law against the red flag 
is not fit to hold office and people who be- 
lieve in the red flags should be driven from 
the country.” 


Sailors Storm Socialist Quarters. 

About a dozen men-of-warsmen were in the 
first wrecking party to get under way. They 
were aided by several members of the Wash- 
ington naval! militia and by a hundred young 
civilians, who made most of the noise. Way- 
ing flags, the storming party swooped down 
on the cart news stand of Milard Price, a Se- 
cialist orator, at the intersection of Fourth 
avenue and Westlake boulevard, the busiest 
night corner of the city. The cart was brok- 
en to splinters in a moment and the big stock 
of Socialist papers and magazines torn and 
tossed into the street. 

The mob then proceeded to the Socialist 
headquarters on Fifth avenue, near Stewart, 
smashed in the plate glass front, and nailed 
American flags on the front of the building. 


Police Halt Mob Temporarily. 

The esallors and their companions then 
went toward the old Unitarian church on 
Seventh avenue, near Union street, which 
had just been vacated by the Moderates. On 
the way they were overhauled by an automo- 
bile full of policerfien, headed by a big cap- 
tain. who told the sailors that if they did 
not disperse he would arrest every one of 
them. The policemen succeeded in scatter- 
ing the youths, who shouted back: 

“ Your mayor won't do anything to protest 
the flag, so we are saving your city.” 

A young civilian who had been trying to 
incite the sailors kept shouting to them to 
“Go and get Mayor Cotterill.” No arrests 
were made. 

The mob reformed in the north part of the 
city after it had once been dispersed and 
went back to the Socialist headquarters at 
Bifth avenue and Virginia and sacked the 
place, destroying the furniture and a large 
quantity of Socialist Mterature. 


Others Wreck IL. W. W. Offices. 

A second party of men from the fleet at- 
tacked the big Industrial Workers headquar- 
ters on Washington street, in the southern 
part of the city. The contents of the building 
were dragged into the street and a bonfire 
made of them. 

A provost guard of fifty men from the fleet 
was hurried ashore in cutters to arrest all 
the mien ashore. 

The rioters received news that Secretary 


Daniels in his speech had urged that all be- 


country. It was also reported to them that 
he had made a direct attack on Mayor Cot- 
terill, who sat directly behind him. The 
fact was that the mayor accompanied the 
secretary from the banquet to the Press 
club reception and has been with the secre- 
tary during much of his stay. It is believed 
Mr. Daniels had no knowledge of the 
trouble in the streets. 

During the administration of Mayor 
George Cotterill all street speakers have 
been given full license to speak as long and 
as loudly as they chose, provided they did 
not block traffic or display the red fag. The 
I. W, W. have held méetings every hight at 
three public squares. The meetings gener- 
ally have been orderly. Mayor Cotterill has 
been assailed in the newspapers and other- 
wise, but he has insisted the meetings did 
not violate the law. 


Strikers Break with I. W. W. 
Paterson, N. J., July 18.—[Special.]—By 


y voting to accept a nine hour day instead of 
the eight hour day, which they had first de- | 


manded, and by deciding to treat with the 
manufacturers individually and accept less 
wages than they had held out for, 2,500 strik- 
ing ribbon weavers at a meeting in Helvetia 
hall today practically defied the Industrial 
Workers of the World. 

Of the 25,000 who went out only about 10,000 
are now on strike. Theaction of thestrikers 
today, in conjunction with the withdrawal 
of Haywood, gives promise of a speedy set- 
tlement of the struggle that began the latter 
part of February. 


IW. W. Leaders Indicted. 

Salem, Mass., July 18.—Nathaniel Har- 
mann of Boston and Carroll L. Pingree of 
Lowell, Industrial Workers of the World 
leaders, and seventeen foreign residents of 
Ipswich were indicted today for rioting. The 
charges grew out of a riot at the Ipswich 
hosiery companies plants at Ipswich last 
month when a woman was killed. 


HUMAN CHAIN SAVES MAN | 
NEAR BRINK OF NIAGARA. 


Unidentified Rescuer Wades Into Ter- 
rifie Current to Young Canadian 
Lodged Against Stones Near Edge. 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., July 18,—Truman 
Chapman, 22 years old, of Hamilton, Ont., 
was rescued from the brink of the Amert- 
can falls tonight by four men, one of whom 
took a desperate chance to reach him. 
Chapman was sitting on the iron railing 
just above Prospect Point and was seen sud- 
denly to topple back wards into the stream. 

At this point the current is swift and the 
pull toward the brink of the falls, fifteen feet 
away, almost irresistible. After striking the 
water Chapman's body lodged against pro- 


jections of rock and this undoubtedly saved | 


him from death. 

When the cry went up John Hughes and 
Thomas 8. Winders of Niagara Falls, 
Thomas D. Thomas of Toronto, and a fourth 
man who did not give his name, leaped over 
the railing. 

The unidentified man waded several feet 
but could not reach Chapman. Hughes, 
Winders, and Thomas then formed a chain 
from the iron fence and clinging to the un- 
known’s hand enabled him to reach Chap- 
man. 

Twice the man at the end of the chain was 
swept from his feet but he clung to his bur- 
den.

FIND WOMAN DEAD 
TIED UP ON FENCE 


Man in Cornfield Near Oak 
Forest . Stumbles Upon 
Corpse Near Road. 


NECK FASTENED TO POST. 


A farmer passing through the cornfield of 
Chris Abbe aboui a mile northeast of Oak 
Forest yesterday stoppea whistling sudden- 
ly, caught his breath, and turned pale. Then 


' he advanced slowly toward the gate which 


separates the cornfield from another field. 

The body of a young woman, possibly 25 — 
years old, was suspended from a cross bar > 
between the fence posts. A strip of cloth of 
white wash material, evidently torn froma 
dress, had been drawn around the woman's 
neck and tied to the post. 

Wer feet touched the ground, and if the 
case were suicide it was necessary for her 
to lift her body partially from the ground 
in order to hang herself. Her arms extended 
stiff against her sides 


Dressed in White. 

A white wash dress with an open worked 
waist of lace and white material, black laced 
shoes, and black stockings clothed the body. | 
The hat was missing. She had dark brown 
hair and her complexion, as nearly as could | 
be ascertained from the cecomposed face, 
was olive brown. 

éhe weighed approximately 180 pounds 
and was about 5 feet Sinchesin height. Near 


to her waist was a small open faced gold 
watch. No letter of explanation or means 
of identification were found. Indications 
were that she had been dead two or three 
days. 


Few Yards from Highway, 
A few yards away was the county high- 
way, but view from it was screened by 
large trees and heavy underbrush. The

farmer examined the earth about the place 
for some time, but could not find any traces 
of footprints or of a struggle. 

Later Supervisor Samuel Fulton of Rrem- 
en township, whom the farmer had told of 
the discovery, came with a number of peo- 
ple to the scene.

She is a stranger to 
the vicinity. William Funk, undertaker at 
Tinley park, thought perhaps the young 
woman had killed herself.

Hes in the fact that three days ago a woman 
passenger on the Rock Island, bound for 
a Httle station beyond Tinley Park, got off 
the train by mistake at Tinley Park. 

The Rock Island train crew inquired about 
her, and told the town marshal that some: 
woman had left the train at the wrong sta- 
tion and had forgotten her baggage, but she 
hag not been found. 

‘It looks very much Nke murder, fromthe 
meager report I have received,” said Coroner 
Hoffman last evening.

lake,” and that Geary had been under cover 
for some time. 

Mr. Northup expressed surprise when teld 
of the failure to find the four men. 

“They probably are remaining low until 
they can arrange for bond, the figure having 
been fixed at $10,000 In each case,” he said. 
“I cannot conceive that they will attempt 
to leave the jurisdiction of the court. Their 
flight would be a confession of gullt and, ef 
couree, we would find them and bring them 
back.” 

Denials were made at State's Attorney 
Hoyne’s office that the disappearance of the 
accused had any political significance.

Rose, who is said to have shown a desire 
to boost the vote of Rapp, had formerly been 
known as a Democrat. The fraud charged 
to the men was committed in the Sixteenth 
precinct of the Bighteenth ward, over which 
Michael F. Sullivan, the indictment attor- 
ney of Hoyne’s staff, presides as political 
dictator or boss.

crowded gambling room. Alexander Belford, 
who was shot, is at the county hoepital, tfn- 
proving. 

Mr. Hoyne and his assistant, Michael 5 
Sullivan, have pushed the case against An- 
nenberg with great energy. ‘They have taken 
no steps toward the prosecution of the gam- 
biers, though Mayor Harrison has revoked 
the license of the poolroom at 818 Maxwell 
street because of the gambling there. Nor 
has any effort been made to indict leaders of 
the gamblers for murderous threats en 
Tuy TRIBUNE representatives. 


Hoyne Takes Personal Charge. 

The fruits of Mr. Hoyne’s activity became 
manifest yesterday afternoon, when one of 
his assistants appeared from the grand jury 
room and annnouncec: 

“Mr. Hoyne has just secured the indict- 
ment of Mex Annenberg of THE TRIBUNB, 
We hope to rush this case to trial and secure a 
conviction within a short time. Mr. Hoyme 
considers this case so important that he has 
taken personal charge of it.”’ 

Witnesses whose stateinents favored THE 
TRIBUNE'S representatives, and did not fayor 
the gamblers, were of course not called by 
Hoyne. One young man says he was picked 
up by Mr. Hoyne’s assistants and started for 
the Criminal Court building. On the way he 
says he was asked: ‘‘ What will you say 
about the place at 818 Maxwell street?’ 

“I will say there was gambling there,” he 
says he replied. Whereupon he says he was 
put out of the automobile. 


Recalls Tearney Incident. 

Last winter THE TRIBUNE sent a reporter 
and a photographer out to take a picture of 
the notorious café run by “Al” Tear- 
ney, then a city alderman. After making the 
picture THE TRIBUNE'S representatives were 
mobbed and beaten by Tearney in person 
and his hangers-on. The reporter testified 
that Tearney brandished a knife, shouting, 
“Cut off his hand.” 

THE TRIBUNE secured convictions of Tear- 
ney for more than a score of violations of 
the 1 o’clock law. At the time of the 
attack on THE TRIBUNE'S representatives, 
Ed Fleming, State’s Attorney Hoyne’s sec- 
retary, who was in Tearney’s at the time 
of the fight, called up Mr. Annenberg of Tu» 
TRIBUNE and said Mr. Hoyne wanted to 
have the story suppressed. He said he was 
speaking for Mr. Hoyne. The latter is said 


to be a close friend of Mr. Tearney. 

Since the Tearney incident TRIBUNE re- 
porters have felt that attempts to investi- 
gate or photograph illegal resorts were 
fraught with danger.

TEAR MASK FROM GAMBLING 


Jewish Daily Press Lauds ‘‘Trib- 
une’s” Expose in Maxwell St. 


— —— 


MORE LIGHT DEMANDED. 


Jewish Record Emphasizes the Need 
of Publicity. 


The gambling situation in the Maxwell 
street region was torn wide open yesterday 
by the Jewish Daily Press, a leading Yiddish 
paper on the west side, and by the Jewish 
Record, a well known family weekly. 

The editorial inthe Jewish Daily Press says 
in part: 

‘‘In the Jewish quarter of Chicago there 
has developed— to our shame—an underworld 
which is indebted for its existence to corrupt 
Jewieh politicians who have the brazenness to 
pose as the representatives of the Jewish 
population. Thanks to the influence of these 
politicians, there are on the west side a large 
number of pooirooms and other places where 
poor workingmen gamble away their wages, 
the money which should have gone to their 

wives for bread and clothing’for themeelves 
and for their children. 

“scores Of families in the district are cast 
into misery by these gambling deng. The 
tears and pleas of these ruined families are 
gsmotnered by the devilish might of the 
‘Iriends’ of the underworld. 


When Tears Reach the Surface, 
“Unily at times these tears come to the 


surtace and the public gets a glimpse of the 
secret thread which unites the gamblers and 
tneir friends. Such an accidental uncover- 
ing Of the gambling situation occurred last 
week when HE IT'RIBUNE sent its employés 
to get a report on a gambling place in the 
heart of the ghetto on Maxwell street near 
raisted street. 

“the Keepers of gambling houses are 
criminal offenders and are no less harmful 
to society than the traffickers in women with 
whom these gamblers are closely connected. 
Tiese two classes of criminals are designat- 
Gambling places, 
like houses Of prostitution, are the nests of 
crime, the diflerence being that in the one 
innocent giris are tured and ruined, while in 
the other innocent young men—often the sole 
support of young wives and babies or of 
aged parents—are lured and ruined. These 
ruined families have to thank for their mis- 
rortunes the parasites who grow rich on the 


‘wages which foolish and misguided young 
men 1eave in their places, 


“Alliances with Corrupt Politicians,” 

“In every large city in the country re- 
spectable citizens and the respectable press 
are continually warring on these underworld 
forces. The extinction of these gamblers and 
Ppanders would have been easy if these crim- 
inals did not have alliances with corrupt 
politicians, 

‘There can be ho question that THE TRIB- 
UNE, in sending its reporters to expose the 
gambling places oh the west side. as it has 


exposed gambling dens in other parts of the } 


city, has done this with the best intentions 
and has earned the recognition of all right 
thinking persons. 

“ None but the gamblers and their friends 
can be dissatisfied with the activity of Tum 
TRIBUNE. For the underworld light and pub- 
licity are like poison, and we need more of it. 
It is to be hoped that THE TrisuNp will con- 
tinue its good work in this direction.” 


“Parade Vice Openly.” 

The Jewish Record speaks in the same 
vein. ; 

“ There is not a shadow of a doubt,” it 
Says, “that there are gambling nests on the 
west side. There is not a.shadow of doub> 
that there are many houses of prostitution on 
the west side. Some of these places parade 
vice openly, others secretly. The places are 
under the protection of the lowest sort of 
politicians.”’ 

The Record concludes with an ‘Setethitien 
of Mayor Harrison for prémptly closing 
Frank Lerner's den and of Tue Trirsune 
for the fearlessness with which it conducts ite 
investigations, “which have resulted in the 
closing of houses of ill fame and gambling 
places in many Parts of the city.” 


Dr. ‘MeFatrich Improving.

PARTY LEADERS IN FEAR.

Washington, D. C., July 18,—[(Special.]— 
Pouring out hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to elect and defeat members of congress, 
manipulating legislation, and intriguing in 
presidential politics, the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers became so bold at 
one time that the “invisible government ” 
almost became visible to the people. 

Col. Martin M. Mulhall told the members 


' of the senate lobby investigating committee 

today that the efforts of the association to 
- have one or two of its officers placed on the 
| tariff board during the Taft administration 
| awoke the apprehension of the Republican 
! old guard, with which it was in league. Sen- 
. ator Foraker, Speaker Cannon, and James 


S. Sherman, said Mulhall, thought the asso- 


' clation was “ playing very bad politics,” and 
- gought to put the soft pedal on its operations 
in this direction. 


Letters Show Work of N. A. M. 
Several hundred more letters were identi- 


‘ fled by Mulhall and read into the record. 


This correspondence disclosed : 

That former Senator Foraker of Ohio, 
whe has denied receiving assistance 
from Mulhall, wrote the lobbyist in the 
1908 campaign asking him to call and 
thanked him for favors. 

That the National Council for Indus- 
trial Defense, an unincorporated organi- 
sation composed of officers and members 
ef the manufacturers’ association, was 
formed as a medium for the assembling 
of political funds im evasion of the law 
prohibiting corporations from contribut- 
ing to campaign funds. 

That Presideat Van Cleave feared to 
vielate the law by asking Indiana cor- 
porations for contributions, but Vice 
President Parry told Mulhall that he and 
ether big manufacturers were “ jumpiug 
the law” to aid James E. Watson, candi- 
date for governor, with funds. 

That while Watson was running for 
governor on a “dry” piatform, Mulhall 
with Watson's knowledge was dickering 
with the brewers for financial support 
for Watsen’s campaign. 


Hearing Adjourned to Monday. 

So great has been the strain Mulhall has 
undergone in explaining the hundreds of 
documents that he was excused by the com- 
mittee until next Monday and there will be 
no session tomorrow. The committee held a 
eession this evening, however, to hear the 
testimony of W. McClave, Republican candi- 
date in a New Jersey by-election for con- 
gress next Tuesday. Mulhall testified yes- 
terday that he paid all of McClave’s expenses 
in a previous campaign. 


McClave Confirms Testimony. 

Mr. McClave, in his testimony tonight, ad- 
mitted that he had written letters to Mulhall 
urging him to pay bills for printing and post- 
ing placards, but declared that this litera- 
ture, which was antagonistic to William 
Hughes, was gotten out over his protests. 
He stated that Mulhall had come to him 
with offers of assistance, that letters from 
Representative Sherman, then chairman of 
the national congressional committee, had 
inspired confidence; that the national, con- 
gressional, state, and county committees had 
refused him assistance, and that he was will- 
ing to accept assistance from any proper 
source. 

He knew that Mulhall represented the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactures, and 
thought that as that organization was natu- 
rally interested in protection, and that as he 
was running on a protection platform, it 
was only natural that they should be willing 
to support him. 


Denies Mulhall Paid Bills. 

Replying to Mulhall’s statement that he had 
bought McClave nearly all his meals during 
the campaign, McClave said: 

“If my recollection serves me right, Col. 
Mulhall never bought me a meal during the 
campaign. I do not believe that I saw him 
more than six or seven times. 

‘If the committee please, I think Col. Mul- 
hall has perjured himself before this com- 
mittee. He says he spent about $4,400 for 
me in the campaign. As far as my recollec- 
tion serves me, Col. Mulhall did not collect 
or spend a cent for me during the campaign 
with the exception of rent for two rooms in 
a hotel in Patterson which he insisted I 
should have for headquarters and which I 
did not visit more than three or four times, 
as far as I can remember.”’ 


Mulhall Roiled During Hearing. 

Mulhall furnished diversion for the roomful 
of spectators twice during the afternoon 
session. He became explosive when Attorney 
McCarter, special counsel for the N. A. M., 
tried to ask him a question, and he went into 
a long explanation of his reasons for keeping 
copies of his correspondence. On both occa-

“ Because the general manager and the 
other officers of the N. A. M. told me so,” 


replied Mulhall. Then he turned on McCar- 
ter, Emery, and other N. A. M. officials, who 
were seated to his right at a little table facing 
the witness chair. 

“It's a contemptible trick for you to sit 
there staring at me,” he cried, shaking his 
fist at Emery. ‘ These men here. officers and 
ex-officers of the N. A. M., have heen here 
ever since I came trying to intimidate me 
here in the room and outside. I will give that 
gentleman [turning to Emery again] a 
chance to examine me here or in the courts. 
I'm Irish and hot spirited.”

Foraker Sought N. A. M. Aid. 

In September, while Mulhall was in Cin- 
cinnati for conferences with Arthur Vorys 
and other Taft leaders, Senator Foraker sent 
for him, according to his report to Schwedt- 
man, and asked the support of Van Cleave 
and his organization in his forthcoming cam- 
paign for the senate. He told Mulhall that 
he had been informed that John Kirby Jr. 
of the Kirby Manufacturing company of Day- 
ton had given out a statement against him. 
Later Kirby in a letter to Schwedtman de- 
nied this as strongly as he could. 

**So far as I am concerned,’’ wrote Kirby 
to Schwedtman, ‘‘ Sonator Foraker’s nomi- 
nation at Chicago would have pleased me 
quite as well as Mr. Taft's. Senator Foraker 
may rest assured that I am for him, first, 
last, and all the time to be his own suc- 
cessor in the United States senate.”’ 


Mulhall and Foraker in Touch. 

Concerning this denial, Mulhall wrote 
Schwedtman: 

“I feel that the denial to Senator Foraker 
will make us many friends in the Ohio dele- 
gation next winter.” 

Later Kirby wrote: 

“TI believe the senator has cleared himself 
on Hearst’s charges.” 

From Cincinnati, O., Sept. 18, Senator 
Foraker wrote Mulhall at Indianapolis: 

“Dear Sir: You told me to write you if 
anything developed in connection with which 
you could be of help. I do not know of any- 
thing special, but there are some things of 
a general nature which it might be helpful 
to have done. If you are coming to Cin- 
cinnati again soon, kindly let me know. 
You need not come on this special account.”" 


N. A. M. Aided Taft Campaign. 

Work in theim congressional districts for 
Speaker Cannon, Representatives Denby of 
Michigan, Coudrey of Missouri, Jenkins of 
Wisconsin, and a number of Ohio districts, 
during the campaign of 1908, was described 
in letters read to the committee today. A 
large part of the correspondence related to 
the tireless efforts of Col. Mulhall and other 
WN. A. M. workers to elect James BD. Watson 
governor of Indiana in 1908. 

The relations between the N. A. M. and 
the Taft campaign were closer than ever fol- 
lowing the nomination of Taft. Ina letter 
to Schwedtman in June, Mulhall tells of a 
conference with Arthur Vorys in Cincinnati: 

“T gave Vorys plainly to understand that 
there was a large membership of our organiz- 
ation who would vote the Democratic ticket 
who are not active for the ticket,’’ Mulhall 
wrote, ‘‘a this was caused ina large meas- 
ure by President Roosevelt’s work on con- 
gress last winter in seeking class legislation 
for the labor unions and for the discourtesy 
Shown to the leaders of our organization at 
Chicago. 


Says Vorys Sought Support. 

‘Vorys was an entirely different man to 
what he waein Chicago. He was more than 
anxious for same of our people to see Judge 
Taft and to get our people actively at work in 
the state. 

“I convinced Mr. Vorys that we would do 
all we possibly could for the Republican or- 
ganization in Indiana and that we were also 
actively interested in a number of congres- 
sional districts in other states, and if he 
wished to get a large percentage of our or- 
ganization busy he had better get Judge Taft | 
to get into comnmiunication with Mr. Van) 
Cleave and other leaders of our organiza-' 
tion. This he claimed he would bring about 
in the near future and wanted me to aid him 
in doing so. 

“He said he woulé send me a list of ‘the 
different districts he wished me to work in.”’ 


Watson Spurs N. A. M. to Action, 

James E. Watson also, as was the case 
with Judge Jenkins of Wisconsin, became 
impatient and alarmed during the early fall 
of 1908 over the ccndition of Indiana politics 
and spurred the N. A. M. into a more vigorous 
campaign than it yet had undertaken for or 
against any political candidate. 

Matters were considerably complicated 
there by the action of Gov. Hanley, Repub- 
lican, in calling a spé¢cial session of the legis. 
lature that summer to deai with the liquor 
quesiion. This threw the liquor interests 
directly against Watson, though Mulhall had 
been working and conferring essiduously for 
weeks in an effort to draw the brewerles 
quietly behind Watson. - In this he was 


materially aided by Vice President Party, 


wo was giving al his time to Watson's 
campaign and was seeking appointment 00 


the speakers list of the national campaign 


committee. 
Mulhal! had arranged for a quiet confer- 


ence with representatives of the brewers, but

Watson Forces For Option ~ill. 

Following a conference the Watson forces 
decided to make the best of a bad situation 
and support the Hanley county option bill. 
Both Watson and Mulhall felt that the cam- 
paign was not being pushed speedily enough 
and Mulhall, urging action upon Schwedt- 
man, wrote that he was keeping away from 
Watson in order not to hear his tale. of woe. 

“Up to this time we have not raised any 
funds in this state to’ help him out,” he 
wrote. 
this be done az soon as possible, for we will 
be compelled to put more workers here from 
this time on. The Indiana manufacturers 
Imve not contributed a dollar to this cam- 
paign up to the'present time. All the money 
that has been spent has been drawn from 
the association.” 


Gov. Hanley Angers N. A. M. 

Schwedtman heartily joined the leaders in 
condemning Hanley for his course. Ip a let- 
ter to Mulhall he wrote: 

“TY wish Gov. Hanley would get the worst 
spanking from his friends that he ever has 
had. A-man that is selfish enough to sacri- 
fice his party and his friends for the sake of 
some fanatical temperance ideas deserves no 
consideration whatsoever.” 

On Sept. 16 Mulhall wrote Schwedtman: 

‘*In relation to the collection of funds in 
this state I feel that we can get from $20,000 
to $25,000. . . . We have started a finance 
committee consisting of the prominent busi- 
ness men of the city (Indianapolis) and also 
for the purpose of furnishing money to the 
state organization of this state, and for the 
first four hours that we have started out, 
being able to give but two hours each day, 
we have been pledged $2,100.” 


Van Cleave Sends Mulhall Out. 

President Van Cleave already had given 
Mulhall letters of introduction to more than 
fifty manufacturers in about thirty Indiana 
cities, saying in these letters that Mulhall 
was on a “ very important mission."" With 
these Mulhall started out to collect funds, but 
did not meet the success he anticipated. 

Then he urged President Van Cleave to 
write personally to Indiana manufacturers 
urging them to contribute. This request Van 
Cleave refused, acting on advice from attor- 
neys for the N. A. M., through fear of com- 
ing in conflict with the national law against 
campaign contributions by corporations and 
through fear, in addition, that the charter of 
the N. A. M., whch is incorporated in New 
York state, would be revoked. 

*‘It would not only make us liable to hav- 
ing our charter revoked,’’ wrote Schwedt- 
man, “ but it would place Mr. Van Cleave or 
anybody else who is in the association's em- 
ploy Hable to criminal prosecution. 


Calls Mulhall “Practical” Man. 


“Tam well aware that the above statement 
is not going to impress you very much, be- 
cause as a practical man you think that there 
ought to be a way of getting around the laws 
for the purpose of helping our friends.” 

Mulhall was not particularly impressed 
with this statement of the case. Writing 
Schwedtman on Sept. 26, he inclosed a list 
of “ certified ” Republicans in Indiana and 
New Jersey, asking Van Cleave to make 
personal appeals to them for financial as- 
sistance. 

“In an interview I had with Mr. Parry 
and other large business men of this sec- 
tion,’’ Mulhall wrote, “they clearly stated 
that they were jumping the law as far as 
corporations were concerned, and I am posi- 
tive and sure that the politicians in this sec- 
tion do not give us any credit for saying that 
we cannot subscribe on account of the so- 
called laws. 

Telling of a trip to South Bend in search 
of funds with Peter Kline, deputy state fac- 
tory inspector, Mulhall wrote Schwedtman 
that he had received pledges from Clement 
Studebaker, $1,000, Singer Manufacturing 
company, $1,000, and others. 


Hines and Allies Defeated. 


Other correspondence told of the closing 
weeks and final defeat of the N. A. M.-Ed- 
ward Hines-brewery combination fight to 
procure the renomination of Judge Jenkins 
in the Eleventh Wisconsin district. 

Although Hines professed to be a member 
of the N. A. M. and declared he was inter- 
esting himself in Jenkins’. campaign solely 
because of this, a letter to Mulhall from 
Schwedtman declares that the latter had 
looked through all the association’s member- 
ship records and could not find that Edward 
Hines was ever enrolled. 

When Leyroot finally won the Republican 
nomination in September, Schwedtman 
wrote Mulhall: 

“I am afraid that Mr. Jenkins’ defeat ig 
going to hurst us more in Washington next 
winter than anything else that could have 
happened.” 

Kedward Hines was taking a most active in- 
terest in the Jenkins campaign up to the last. 
In August he wired Mulhall: “ Advices 
West Superior, Wis., saying necessary to 
have some money insure election of Judge 
Jenkins. How can you send it “here? Will 
see it reaches West Superior proper hands. 
Answer.” 

At that time Hines also wrote N. A. M. 
headquarters in New York urging that $1,000 
be shipped on to him for Jenkins at the 
earliest possible day. 


Denby of Michigan Helped, 


The aid given Representative Denby of the 
First .Michigan district grew out of a re- 
quest by C. B. Anthony, vice president of the 
N. A. M. for Michigan, who wrote President 
Van Cleave of Sept. 1 stating that Denby 
had been faithful to the interesis of the man- 
ufacturers and asking that something be 
done for him. 

To this Van Cleave replied: 

“We must, of course, do all that is in our 
power for Mr. Denby. Just how much we 
can do is problematic and depending to a 
great extent upon conditions.’’ 

Denby was opposed by a man named 
Mahon, president of the Street Railway Em- 
ployés’ association. Van Cleave wrote that 
Mahon was “especially dangerous.” He 
said he was at the bottom of the street #ail- 
way strike in St. Louis ten years before. 
Mulhall was told to look into the situation 
and he wrote Anthony that he would get 
busy as soon as possible, 

VORYS ISSUES REPLY. 

Columbus, O., July 18.—Upon his return 
here today from a vacation trip in Canada 
Arthur I. Vorys, who managed the Taft cam- 
paign in 1908, issued a statement denying 
assertions made by Martin M. Mulhall be- 
fore the senate investigating committee at 
Washington. . 

‘*IT remember that Mulhall came to head- 
quarters,’ said Mr. Vorys, “ uninvited and 
unexpected. He assured me that the manu- 
facturers’ association was not being given 
proper recognition and he wanted me to in- 
vite a committee of ite members to Wash- 
ington. I refused to do this. There was no 
question about the manufacturers being for 
Taft. It was the labor vote that you had to 
look out for. 

“I never promised the association or any 
one else that President Taft would name any 
person to a cabinet position. I regarded Mul- 
hall in the same light I would thousands of 
such characters who swarm around po Poljtical 
headquarters in a presidential year.”

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WIVES HELP MEN LIVE LONGER 


Medical Journal Credits Supervi- 
sion as Secret of Longevity. 


WIDOWERS DIE OFF FAST. 


More Suicides Among Heads of Fami- 
lies than Bachelors. 


Supervision by wives as a possible reason 
Yor the greater longevity of married men; 
than of bachelors is discussed by the Journal 
ef the American Medical Association in its 
editorial discussion of the recently published 
statistics on this point. There is no remark 
on the accompanying statistics of more suli- 
cides among married men than bachelors. 

The Journal has dug up further informa- 
tton indicating that, careful as the married 
men may be, with restraint once removed 
through the death or divorce of the wife, 
widowers and grass widowers leap into in- 
discretions and are lopped off more rapidly 
than either those still in the wedded state or 
those who escaped matrimony. 


Regularity Helps Married Men. 

*“‘ Undoubtedly the lower death rate among 
married men is partly due to the fact that, as 
a rule, those who are in good health are 
readier to marry, while those with more deli- 
cate health, especially if suffering from any 
definite ailment, are not wildng to assumé 
the burden and responsibility of a family,” 
says the Journal. “ Another factor quite as 
surely is that married men live much more 
regular lives as a rule and consequently avoid 
many of the dangers of irregular living. 


Divorced Men, Beware! 

“This view would seem to be cOrroborated 
by the statistics as to the mortality among 
married men who have lost their wives either 
by death or divorce. ‘he death rate among 
these ‘ unmarried men " is considerabiy high- 
er than that of husbands of the same age, 
and even as 4 rule it is higher than that of 
the bachelors of the same age. 

* The death rate, for instance, of widowers 
and divorced men between 20 and 30 ig nearly 
double that of single men. From 38v to 4 it 
is only as 14.1 to 12.9, while from # to 50 
the ortality of divorced and widowers is 
slightly less than that of single men of the 
same age. From W to jw, however, it is 
slightly higher once mofe. 

‘At all these ages the mortality rate among 
widowers and the divorced is at least nearly 
and sometimes double that of married men oF 
the same ege.”’ 

Discover “Dementia Telephonica.” 

The current number of the Journal also 
reports a new aberration in Germany, and 
known as “‘ dementia telephonica.” A Ber- 
lin attorney was convicted of abusing the 
postoffice administration, through his round 
denunciation of the telephone service it con- 
trols. 

It appears he characterieed as “sheep” 
and “‘camels” the operators who told him 
nine times in rapid succession his line was 
busy. He finally learned from the chief

RUSH ORDERS BREAKING CODE 


Aldermen ‘‘Put Over’? 23 Re- 
quests for Illegal Permits. 


OPPOSITION BOWLED DOWN. 


Disapproval of City Health Depart- 
ment Is Ignored. 


Twenty-three council orders for permits 
for buildings violating the municipal code 
were hurried through the committee on 
buildings yesterday. Only thirteen requests 
for special privileges were placed on file. 

The “ flood”’ was caused by the desire of 
the proponents of the numerous orders to get 
them through the council before it adjourns 
for the summer vacation. Ald. George Pret- 
zel and Ald. Hiram Vanderbilt were the only 
members to oppose the rapid action. Ald 
John Powers was at the helm in urging adop- 
tion for. most of the orders. 


Health Recommendations Ignored, 

A number were passed in spite of the oppo- 
sition of the health department or the build- 
ing department, or both. Both departments 
reported against an order that had been pre- 
sentea by Ald. E. M. Cross. This gave E. 8. 
M. Peterson permission to occupy a three 
story brick building at 2953 East Ninety- 
second street. The building is twenty-five 
feet wide and had been moved on a twenty- 
five foot lot, although the code requires open 
spaces at the sides of residence buildings. 

Ald. Croes also fathered an order to permit 
the maintenance of a frame addition 18 feet 
by 21 feet ona building at 8319 Buffalo ave- 
nue, which had been raised three feet with- 
out @ permit. 

Alu. John Haderlein put over one permit- 
ting the maintenance of a building owned 
by Peter Johnson, at 1326 School street, 
which had been converted into a tenement 
although the building department permit 
authorized only a renewal of the posts 
under it.

That the attention of the country will 
be centered upon the Bryan incident—a 
condition the Republicans were anxious to 
bring about. . 

That public officials, including sena- 
tors and member of the house, will be 
more careful to cevote themselves here- 
after to public. business and decline op- 
portunities to make money through 
gpeechmaking, the practice of law, or 
otherwise, which might interfere with 
observance of their official duties. 

That a reform will be Inaugurated so 
as to compel senators to differentiate be- 
tween public and private telegraph mes- 
sages, and thus save the government 
thousands of dollars annually. 


Bristow Assails Ashurst.

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In short, it was a field day for personalities 
in the senate. The rule of the chamber that 
‘no senator in debate shall, directly or in- 
directly, by any form of words impute to 
another senator or to other senators any 
conduct or motive unworthy or unbecoming 
a senator’ was completely disregarded, 

The most sensational feature of the debate 
occurred when Senator Ashurst, in order to 
minimize the effect of Senator Bristow’s con- 
demnation of Bryan, read the Bristow letter 
to Long, asking for a $7,500 appointment on 
the Isthmian canal commission, which would 
require his presence on the canal only once 
in every three months. 


Admits Authorship of Letter. 

“TI could hold it and live in Kansas,” the 
letter concluded, ‘‘ being there at least half 
my time, and when the fight got hot I could 
resign.’’ 

Senator Bristow promptly admitted he was 
the author of the letter and said that during 
his last campaign it had been hawked about 
the state, with the result that he was nomi- 
nated by a majority of the Republicans and 
elected by a majority of the people of the 
state. Then, shaking his finger at Ashurst, 
he countered on the Arizonian in these words: 

‘* Since I have been a member of the senate 
I have not expended $100 a day of the funds 
of the United States to carry telegrams to 
my constituents, as has the senator from 
Arizena, many of which should have been 
paid for by himself. I have not at public 
expense carried on a private correspondence 
by telegraph.’ | 

Senator Ashurst vehemently denied any 
improper use of the telegraph or letter frank. 
He * dared ” Mr. Bristow to prove his charge. 


Bristow Loaded for Bear. 

Apparently Ashurst failed to realize that 
he had precipitated himself against a buzz- 
saw whirling at a rapid rate. Bristow is a 
member of the committee on contingent ex- 
penses of the senate, which passes upon all 
such matters as telegraph bills. When this 
committee met a few days ago it was advised 
that on one day Ashurst had sent telegrams 
costing $102. The committee seriously dis- 
cussed, on Bristow’s motion, the neces- 
sity of establishing ¢c rule to distinguish be- 
tween public an@ private messages. Consid- 
eration of the matter was postponed in order 
to give the committee an opportunity to 
sound the sentiment of the senate. 

So the Kansas senator was “loaded for 
bear.”’ As the debate went on Mr. Ashurst, 
repeating his denial, urged Bristow to con- 
cede that in his anger he had lost his head 
and heart, but the Kansan insisted he would 
produce the evidence which would substan- 
tiate his charge.

The speeches attacking Mr. Bryan were 
made principally by Senators Bristow and 
Townsend, while his defenders were Senators 
Lewis, Stone, Ashurst, James, Shafroth, and 
others. The Democrats largely contented 
themselves with endeavoring to show that it 
was a case of the “ pot calling the kettle 
black.” A few of them sought to defend the 
propriety of Mr. Bryan's conduct.

| HOPED TO DELAY 
MEXICAN ACTION 


Publicity Believed to Have 
Stirred President to Re- 
call Wilson. 


BRYAN NOT ON THE JOB? 


Rumored He Did Not Consult Con- 
sular Reports and Data Al- 
ready on File. 


Washington. D. C., July 18.—[ Special. }]— 
Ambassador Wilson has notified the state de- 
partment that he sailed from Vera Cruz yes- 
terday afternoon, and it is expected that he 
will be in Washington by the middle or latter 
part of next week to present a report on the 
Mexican situation. The ambassador is com- 
ing by commercial steamer to Havana, 
thence to Key West, and from there to Wash- 
ington by train. 

Meantime the attitude of the United States 
regarding the Mexican situation will con- 
tinue as it has been. The president has no 
intention of making the slightest change at 
present in the course of the administration 
on this subject. Mr. Bryan will leave town 
tomorrow night on his lecture tour and will 
not return until Ambassador Wilson arrives. 


Publicity Expedited Action. 

It has become more apparent in the last 
day or two that it was the intention of the 
administration to ignore the Mexican situa- 
tion during the summer, It was plainly in- 
dicated today that had it not been for the 
publicity given to the fact that the diplomatic 
corps in Mexico City had informed their sev- 
eral governments in idetical notes that they 
felt the United States was contributing to the 
increasing disorder in Mexico, and the pub- 
lication of the fact that such representations 
had been made by one of the powers, the pres- 
ident would not, in all probability, have taken 
the action he did. 


Not Sure of Real Facts. 

It is apparent that the administration feels 
uncertain as to the real conditions + per 
Not only have Ambassador Wilson's reports 
left President Wilson and Mr. Bryan in 
doubt, but reports which the president has 
receives’ from other sources, chiefly from 
his friend, William Bayard Hale, who is 
now in Mexico, are confusing. Thesadmin- 
istration apparently feels considerably be- 
fuddled as to what is really taking place 
in the southern republic, and for that rea- 
son has summoned Ambassador Wilson to 
Washington. 

In regard to this feeling of doubt and un- 
certainty the criticism was heard in Wash- 
ington today that Secretary Bryan had not 
availed himself of the reliable information 
that is already on file in the state depart- 
ment in regard to Mexico,

ROADS’ STAND MEANS PEACE? 


New Decision to Abide by Medi- 
ators Stills Strike Threats. 


WORKERS. WARY BUT’ FIRM. 


Union Heads Warn Men to Be Ready 
Despite Apparent Victory. 


New York, July 18.—[Special.J—A new 
angle in the threatened rail strike of 100,000 
men on eastern roads indicates peace will not 
be as hopeless as thought at one time today. 

The roads tonight came to an agreement to 
abandon their demand for arbitration of “ all 
questions of pay and working conditions”’ to 

the new federal board of mediation and con- 
Ciliation, thereby lessening the possibility of 
a strike while the trainmen were stil! threat- 
ening in the afternoon. 
As the workers have practically agreed to 
submit their case to the arbitration board 
and abide by the result, itis believed with the 
new attitude of the roads, all danger of a 
strike has passed. 


Trainmen Threaten Strike. 

The trainmen, however, declare unless the 
roads sign a stipulation before the first meet- 
ing of the mediation board to waive all de- 
mands for arbitration except those incident 
tc the present situation they will order a 
strike within twenty-four hours. 

William Lea Chambers, the new commis- 
sioner of mediation, is expected here tomor- 
row, with Judge Martin A. Knapp and W. W. 
Hangar, assistant, to plan for the first board 
meeting 

Meantime all the trainmen and conductors 
in the eastern territory were in receipt ofa 
bulletin from the presidents of their re- 
apective organizations today notifying them 
that unless the roads withdraw their propo- 
sitions the fixing of the hour for the strike 
will fallow. 


Low Induces Attitude. 

The action of the roads tonight followed a 
conference this afternoon between the man- 
agers’ committee and Seth Low, head of the 
Civic Federation. Mr. Low had urged the 
board to withdraw its demand for additional 
arbitration, 

Willlam Lea Chambers, head of the new 
federal board, at Washington today said the 
board expects to hear the rail case as early 
next week as possible. The board will or- 
ganize tomorrow at the capital. 


28,000 SHIPBUILDERS STRIKE. 

KIEL, Germany, July 18.—Eight thousand 
workmen in the shipbuilding yards here 
joined today in the strike started by 20,000 
men at Hamburg on July 14. Indications 
point to the strike spreading to other ship- 
building yards on the Baltic sea. 


HOUSE DEMOCRATS SMOTHER 
PLAN TO AIR CAMINETTI CASE. 


Vote Down Representative Kahn’s 
Resolution, 132 to 84—Congress- 
man Mann Scores Byrns, 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—{Special.]— 
While the senate Democrats were striving 
unsuccessfully to hush up the discussion of 
the Bryan affair their colleagues in the house 
entirely squelched the efforts of the Repub- 
licans to air the Caminetti case. ; 

Led by Representative Byrns of Tennessee 
the Democrats tabled Representative Kahn's 
resolution to investigate the Caminetti af- 
fair by a vote of 182 to 84. 

After 
Leader Mann in an interview charged At- 
torney General McReynolds with instigating 
the action of Byrns in shutting off consider- 
ation of the resolution. 

In his interview Representative 
said: 

"The almost unprecedented action of the 
Democrats in the house today of laying the 
Kahn resolution of inquiry in the Caminetti 
case on the table shows how desperately 
afraid the Democrats are of having the 
truth known. The movement was led by Mr. 
Byrns of Tennessee, the state from which 
the attorney general comes, and it is under- 
stood that Mr. Byrns is acting at the in- 
stigation of the attorney general. Mr. Byrns 
has twice prevented Mr. Kahn making his 
speech on the question.

CERTIFIED MILK. : 
ERTIFIED milk as a grade of milk 
is twenty-one years old, having beeu 
launched in Newark, N. J., in 18902. 
Soon thereafter thilkmen began to 
cheat by claiming that their ordinary 
market milk was certified. Says Dr. Cort: 
“ It-was found that local milkmen ‘were 


| surreptitiously placing it (the word certi- 


fied) on their milk wagons. - It became neces- 
sary to seek some protection.” 

The first certifying commission was or- 
ganized in 1893 and June 14, 1893, the first 
milk bearing the dfficial stamp “ certified ” 
was sold, | 

Certified milk is milk produced under cit 
cumstances certified to By some milk com- 
mission, That the production of milk from 
cow to consumer needs to be watched, every- 
body recognizes. The most natural watcher 
for baby milk is the mother of the baby— 
but she has her baby to watch. Besides the 
cows may be miles away. Not being argus- 
eyed, she must have help. 


~~ 

Milk commissions are for the purpose of 
helping her watch. These commissions 
license meh to produce certified milk. They 
will not license a producer until he signs a 
contract. In that contract he agrees to 
build propér barns, to keep none but healthy 
cows, to employ none but healthy milkers, 
to use none but the cleanest methods, to 
sell no milk except it be clean, cold, and 
fresh. : 

The contract is in detail, it is legal, and it 
is binding. That these requirements shall 
be lived up to, the contract specifies that the 
commission shall hire veterinarians, sani 
tary ‘inspectors, contagious disease inspec- 
tors, milk inspectors, bacteriologists, and 
chemists, These inspectors are paid by and 
report to the commission. Such expenses 
as the commission incurs for inspector serv- 
ice is prorated among the producers on the 
basis of the number of cows kept. 

se 

The supervision is of the product as weil 
as the method of production. Certified milk 
must contain twelye pants solids, 3.5 to 5.5 
parts butter fat, must be free from visible 
dirt, must contain less than 10,000 bacteria, 
must be/less than twenty-four hours old, a 
little under 50 degrees Fahrenheit, and free 
from tuberculosis, typhoid, diphtheria, anil 
all other forms of infection. 

In order to meet these requirements, pro- 
duction is more expensive than is that of 
market milk. Whittaker tells us that to 
raise the dairy score from 40 to T0 will cost 
enough money, so that, when it is divided by 
the product of a fifteen cow dairy, the ex- 
pense is found to be increased about 2 cents 
a quart. To inerease the dairy score from 
seventy to ninety or over entails additional 
expense. | 

Certified milk always sells for consider- 
ably more than does market milk. It has 
cost more to produce and more to market. 
Irom the consumer's standpoint the values 
are greater. It saves sickness. The foo 
values of fresh, cold, clean milk are as the 
cow made them.: They have not been 
changed by bacteria, dirt, and heat.

GIVES BUTTERMILK FORMULA, 
G. M. 8. writes: Will you please give mea 
formula for the proper preparation of soured 


milk, to be used for the prevention of intes- 
tinal putrefaction? 
REPLY. 


The method of making cu’ture milk Is as follows: 

Take one quart of skimmed milk without pre- 
servatives, Heat it until it begins to simmer, put 
bottle in cold water, add one-sixth quart hot water. 
When the temperature of the mixture is about 
milkwarm, add one lactone of culture tablet, cover 
it up and let it ferment at room temperature for 
thirty-six hours, then keep cold until it is used 
up.

OLEO AND BUTTER. 


Chicago, July 9.—[ Editor of The Tribune. }— 
The letter of Mr. N. H. Warren of St. Charles, 
Til., with regard to butter and oleomargarine 
is hardly fair to either product. It is unfair 
to oleomargarine because it misreprerents 
oleomargarine; it is unfair to butter because 
as a confessed dairyman Mr. Warren by the 
tone and wording of his letter admits the 
strength of the competition of oleomargarine 
with butter, and this, In the opinion of the 
average dairyman, is the height of injustice 
to butter. 

The fact remains that extremely high prices 
have ruled on butter during the last two 
years, and there is a large part of the popula- 
tion unable to pay these prices. Thig class 
ig entitled to consideration and no restrioc- 
tions should be placed on their buying oleo- 
margarine for what it is, and for oleomarga- 
rine prices, in its most attractive form, if they 
so desire. If they want their butter colored 
yellow, they should have the same privilege 
with their oleomargarine, provided it is sold 
for oleomargarine at oleomargarine prices, 

Mr. Warren says butter is almost a necesasi- 
ty of civilized life and that its natural color 
in May and June is yellow, but the other 
months it is colored to look Iike June butter. 
In other words, the consumer has been edu- 
cated to consider yellow as a standard 
of color in butter, and, therefore, demands 
that ell butter be that color. Why, then, can- 
not oleomargarine be colored to please the 
consumer without the consumer having to 
paying an exorbitant tax for this privilege?

WIDOW DESORIBES HIS LIFR. 


Says Husband Had Halluvination Ma- 
sous Pursued Him. 


A verdict of suicide while temporarily in- 
sané followed the testimony yesterday of the 
widow of Kossuth H. Bell, retired packer, 
who killed himself south of Jackson park a 
week ago. Mrs. Bell told of a persistent hal- 
lucination of her husband that he was being 
pursued by lodge thers, headed by his 
wife. She said he had attempted suicide be- 
fore. 

The widow appeared satisfied with the ver- 
dict of the coroner’s jury. The will filed for 
probate two days ago gave her the dower 
right in the $95,000 estate, the bulk of the 
property going to a daughter. The house- 
keeper, ‘‘ Mrs. A. Evans,” was not mentioned 
in the testament. 

There was an attempt to get “Mrs. Dvans” 
to appear at the inquest, but she could not 
be found. 


Believed Masons Pursued Him. 

“The hallucination that a crowd of Ma- 
sons were following him to do him harm 
caused him a great deal of worry and seemed 
tJ prey on his mind at all times,” Mrs. Bell 
said. ‘‘He imagined that I was the leader 
of his enemies. 

“We separated about three years ago and 
I had started separate maintenance pro- 
cecazngs, which were pending. - 

“The last time I saw my husband was when 
he passed me in his automobile,while I was 
riding in my machine about four months 
ago. About two months ago he calle@ me 
up on the telephone at my home and said: 
‘Are you satisfied that the gang is still after 
you?’ I said there was no gang after me 
and then he hung up the receiver before I 
could say any more. 

“My husband once told me he had had 
pome trouble with a Mason, but never sald 
what it was about. He seemed to be worry: 
ing about this all the time. 


Refused to Use Napkin. 

“For a long time before we separated he 
would never let me raise the window shades 
in our home. When he would sit down to 
dinner he would never accept a napkin. He 
said his enemies used a napkin to wave at 
him through the windows. I often told him 
it was just imagination, and then he would 
accuse me of being at the head of the sup- 
posed gang of enemies. 

“He had been acting very .strangely, 
Sometimes he would stay in the basement 
of our home all night, and when he would 
come up to py ae in the morning his face 
would be pale and his eyes bulging. Once he

aware of his deep appreciation of mysticism 
and of those idtas which have been embad-+ 
jed in the eastern religions. Yet, fascina- 
ted by the idea though he is, he fights it, and 
puts himself upon. the side of sane philosophy 
and trustful spirituality. Gravity, quietness, 
and a judiciousness not untempered by sad- 
ness, are the characteristics recently dis- 
cernible in Mr. More's work.

HE Letter Bag of Lady Elizabeth 

‘ 6 Spencer Stanhope "’ (Lane) has long 

been promised, and now the book 

is here in two stout volumes with 

illustrations.

The personal contribution of Lady Eliza- 
beth Spencer-Stanhope to these volumes does 
not commence before the year 1822, when she 
became a member of the Stanhope family cir- 
cle. Through these letters we get right into 
the heart of two generations of English social 
and political life, and the gossip that extends 
over half a century: has all the freshness of 
novelty. We see Wellington, Napoleon, Nel- 
zon, and Coke of Norfolk himsélf, “ the 


peaceful English squire,’’ flitting through 
the pages of this book. 


ae 


We also see Nelson at close range in the let- 
ters of Lord Edward Collingwood. From his 
pen we have the description ofthe battle of 
Trafalgar from one who stood by Nelson's 
side in that conflict. In a letter to Sir Peter 
Parker, dated Nov. 1, 1805, Lord Collingwood 
writes: 

You will have seen from the public accounts that 
we have fought a great battle, and had it not been 
for the fal! of our noble friend who was indeed the 
glory of En@land and the admiration of all who 
saw him in Battle, your pleasure would have been 
perfect. It was a severe action, no dodg- 
ing or maneuvers. They formed thelr line with 
nicety and walted our attack with composure. 
They did not give a gun until we were close to 
them and we began first. Our ships were fought 
with a degree of gallantry which would have 
warmed your heart. Everybody exerted them- 
felves and a glorious day they meade of it. People 
who cannot comprehend how complicated an affair 
@ battle is at sea and judge of an officer's concuct 
by the number of sufferers in his ship, often do him 
a@ wrong, and though there will appear great differ- 
ence im the loss of men, all did admirably well; 
and the gonclusion was good beyond description, 
eighteen hulks of the enemy lying amongst the 

British fleet without a stick standing, and the 
French Achilles burning. But we were closeto the 
rocks of Trafalgar, and when I made the signal 
for anchoring many ships had their cable shot and 
mot an anchor ready. 

Providence did for us what no human effort could 
have done—the wind shifted a few points and we 
Grifted off the land. The next day bad weather 
began, and with great difficulty we got our cap- 
tured ships towed off the land. The second, Gra- 
vina, who is wounded, made ah effort to cut off 
some of the ships with a squadron of nine shifs 
with which he retired. In the night the gale in- 
creased and two of his ships, the Mayo of 100 
guna, and Indomitable of eighty, were dismasted. 
The Mayo anchored amongst our hulke and sur- 
renderd; the Indomitable lost on the shore, and I 
am told that every soul perished. Among such 
numbers it je difficult to ascertain what we have 
Gone, but I believe the truth Is twenty-three sail of 
the lime fell into our hands, of which three got in 
again in the gale of wind. , 

The storm being violent and many of our ships 
in most perilous situations, I found it necessary 
to order the captures—all without masts, some 
without rudders, and many half full of water—to 
be destroyed, except such as were in better plight, 
for my object was their ruin and not what might 
be made of them. As this filled our ships wits 
prisoners and the wounded in a miserable condi- 
tion, I sent a flag to the Marquis of Solana to offer 
him hie wounded men, which was received with 
every demonstration of joy and gratitude, and 
two French frigates and a brig were sent out for 
them. In return he offered me his hospitals and 
the security of Spanish honor that our wounded 
should have every care and every comfort that 
Spain could afford, so you see, my dear air, though 
we fight them, we are upon very good terme. 

But what most astonished them was our keeping 
the sea after such an action, with our injured 
maste and crippled ships, which I did the longer to 
let them see that no efforts of theirs could drive a 
British squadron from its station. 


On another page we find a description of 
the f@te at Carlton house when the son of 
George III., the then Prince of Wales, be- 
ceme king in all but name. In the worst 
possible taste he determined to celebrate 
the inauguration of his regency by a féte at 
Carlton house which should surpass all 
previous entertainments given by him in 
magnificence. His gelfishness made him ab- 
aclutely indifferent to the condition of his 
father upon the date of the old king’s birth- 
day to hold a “ public rejoicing at the inca- 
pacity of the unfortunate monarch.'’ While 
all the members of the world of fashion crit- 
icised what the Prince of Wales was doing, 
they none the less attended the féte.

Ig decided léaning toward the English 

which Mr. Price Collier displayed in 

his|/ first book and which stamped him 

in the minds of many as an anglo- 

maniac, is still further accentuated in 

his recent work, “GERMANY AND THB 

GERMANS ” (Scribner's). Mr. Collier writes 

fluently and has keen powers of observation, 

and he is no stranger im Germany, for he re- 

ceived a part of his education there, but there 

is a note of prejudice in this book and his 

cocksurenese seems even more sure than 
usual. 

Beginning with 4 historical survey of the 

genesis of Germany asa nation, he proceeds 


to discuss present day conditions, the polit 


cal position of the country, the movements, 
politicat and social, which have brought Ger- 
many where she is; the kaiser, his relation 
to his people and to thé world, the school 
System, Berlin, the place of women in Ger- 
many, the characteristics and social life of 
the people. He sums up his conclusions in 
two chapters, one of which is called ‘‘ From 
Envy, Hatred, and Malice’’—after reading 
which the Germans will be excused if t..ey 
do not grant him the Order of the Red Eagle 
or some other decoration. The chapter on 
the Kaiser is sheer {mpertinence. 

The best in the book is his description of 
the German edutational system. There 
alone he appears to speak with real know!l- 
edge, without prejudice of the subject, and, 
critical though he is of the methods employed, 
he favors the militarism of the country, be- 
hieving it to be necessary, besides furnishing 
a fine medium of education and taining. 
Speaking of the army, he says: 

“It is the best all round democratic uni- 
versity in the world; it is a necessary antidote 
for the physical lethargy of the Germar 
race; it ig essential to discipline; it is a ce- 
ment for holding Germany together; it gives 
a much worried and many times beaten peo- 
ple confidence; the poverty of the great bulk 
of its officers keeps the level of social expen- 
diture on a sensible scale; it offers a briliant 
example, in a materia! age, of men scorning 
ease for the service of their country; it keeps 
the peace In #urope; and, until there is a 
second coming of a Christ of pity and pa- 
tlence and peace, it !s as good a substitute 
for that far off divine event as puzzled man 
has to offer.’’ 

Berlin he regards as a city. of boors. " 
manners of the average inhabitant are re- 
pulsive im restautants and rude upon the 
streets. Surly malice of speech character- 
izes the working classes. There are few weil 
dressed men there, and the clothes of ‘he 
women he says are grotesque in dowdiness. 
The food ts the best and cheapest in the 
world; the streets are good, but the traffic 's 
poorly handled.

CARNEGIE PUTS ENGLISH FUND 
‘ENTIRELY IN BRITISH HANDS. 
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Men Picked to Initiate 


New Federal Game Law. 


ASHINGTON, D. C, July 18.—{Spe- 
cial.]—-Fifteen men who have distin- 
guished themselves for their interest 
in the protection of wild life have been 
appointed by Secretary of Agricilture 

Houston to initiate the opération of the new 
federal law prohibiting the slaughter of migra- 
tory birds. 

Among the experts selected are Maj. Bluford 
Wilson of Springfield, Ill; former Representa- 
tive John F. Lacey of lowa, author of the Lacey 
act.regulating interstate commerce in game; 
John B. Burnham of New York, president of the 
American Game Protective’ and Propagation 
association; Dr. William T,. Hornaday, director 
of the New York zoo; and Prof. L. L. Dyche, 
fish and game warden of Kansas. 
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The proposed regulations, in the final adop- 
tion of which and inthe hearings on which 
these experts will act in an advisory capacity 
to the department, and which do not go into 
effect before Oct, 1, 1913, are designed to secure 
the following results: 

Uniformity in protection of migratory 
game and insectivorous birds in the several 
states. , : 

Protection of birds in spring while en 
route to their nesting grounds and while 
mating, 

Uniformity in protection of migratory 
birds at night. 

Establishment of protected migration 
routes along three great rivers in the cen- 
tral United States. 

Complete protection for five years for 
the smaller shore birds and other species 
which have become greatly reduced in num- 
bers. 

Reduction of the open season of migra- 
tory game birds, but in most cases not 
more than 25 to 50 per cent. 

_ 

The proposed regulations define the birds 
which come under the protection of the federal 
law as migratory birds to be: 

Anatida, or water fowl, including brant, 
wild ducks, geese, and swans: 

Gruide, or cranes, including little brown 
sandhills and whooping cranes. 

Rallidw, or rails, including coots, galli- 
nules, and sora and other rails. 

Limicole, or shore birds, including avo- 
cets, curley, dowitchers, godwits, knots, 
oyster catchers, phalaropes, plover, sand- ° 
pipers, snipe, stilts, surf birds, turnstones, 
willet, woodcock, and yellow legs.

Bobolinks, catbirds, chickadees, cuckoos, 
flycatchers, grosbeaks, humming birds, 
kinglets, martins, meadow larks, night 
hawks or bull bats, nuthatches, orioles, 
robins, shrikes, swallows, swifts, tanagers, 
titmice, thrushes, vireos, warblers, wax- 
wings, whippoorwills, woodpeckers, and 
wrens, and all other perching birds which 
feed entirely or chiefly on insects.

Among the provisions suggested by the pro- 
posed regulations is a daily closed season on 
all migratory game and insectivorous birds 
which will extend from sunset to sunrise and 
prevent night killing of birds. It also proposes 
an absolutely closed season on migratory in- 
sectivorous birds to continue to Dec, 31, 1913, 
and throughout each year thereafter from Jan- 
vary to Dec. 31. 

A five year closed season on certaip game 
birds is provided, to continue until Sept. 1, 1918, 
which will include wood dueks in certain sec- 
tions of the country, rails in California and 
Vermont, and woaodcock in Illinois and Missouri. 

A closed season is ordered between Jan. 1 
and Oct. 31, inclusive, of each year on all mi- 
gratory birds passing over or at rest on any 
of the waters of the main streams of the Mis- 


sissippi river, between New) Orleans and Min- |

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Boutroux Defines Science. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


PARIS, July 18.—The principal address at to- 
day’s meeting of the international congress on 
religious progress was made by Emile Boutroux 
of the Academy on “The Consillation of Science 
and Religion.” He defined science as not being 
something self-existent, complete, and finished 
for all eternity, which a man has only to dis- 
cover as a hidden treasure is unearthed. 

Science, said Prof. Boutroux, is not a thing, 
but an activity. It is human intelligence itself, 
shaping itself from concepts which are capable 
of indefinite degrees of perfection, by the aid 
of which it explains and foresees phenomena. 

The essence of religion, from a philosophical 
viewpoint, said Dr. Boutroux, is the ensemble 
of characteristics common to all religions of- 
fered by history. Human life, united as in- 
timately as possible to divine life, is the aim 
of the idea of religion. Religion, acience, or 
nature, he said, ought to be considered com- 
patible one with the other, not because they 
cannot meet but because they mutually pene- 
trate each other and are inwardly related. 

Religion, said Prof. Bougroux, must be spirit- 
ual and inspired solely by the idea of God and

Where Vanilla Came From. 


The history of vanilla is closely associated 
with that of cocoa and chocolate, for vanilla 
came with cocoa to Europe—in fact, these three 
highly important products of New Spain were 
introduced into Europe by Spaniards. In ” 
year 1520 cocoa was first drunk at the court in 
Madrid, and with chocolate, also a Mexican 
produtt, was quickly adopted. 

For commercial reasons the method of manu- 
facturing chocolate was kept a strict secret 
and it was made almost exclusively in Mexico. 
In some manner, however, the carefully guard- 
ed secret reached Spain, and in 1640 the first 
chocolate factory was established at Barcelona. 

In the production of a delicately flavored 
chocolate vanilla is a necessity, and we may, 
therefore, conclude that the first introduction 
into Europe of vanilla for commercial purposes 
dates back to about 1540. 

The word vanilla is derived from the Spanish 
“vainilla,” the diminutive of “ vaina,” a pod; 
consequently, vanilla means a “little pod.” .

the other two. This is the first triple play 
recorded. At the time scarcely any of the 
players or spectators realized what had hap- 
pened.
